Vide: graft in the postal de¬ 
partment. the navy department, the war department, the department of 
the interior (the land graft) and even the graft in the .attorney 
gencral’a department.

With all this public graft—or r.ither graft in public business—there 
seems to be no enu to the graft in private business. The country at 
large is astonished and shocked at the exposure of the life insurance 
companies. .And we ould go further and say that there ia undoubtedly 
a tremendoua amount of g^t in the railroad business, and even the 
department storoa. We'could say that the heads of die departments in 
the big stores are “on the make” continually—^that ti<c buyers for the 
lirge stores are themselves continually bought. 

Therefore it it absolutely wrong and unjust to say that the graft 
in public life ia worse than the graft in private buaincMi. Or that the 
morait of onr public life are worse than the morals in private busineas 
anairt.

Graft is not a modem or even a capitalist idea. We find the story 
of graft ebisriled into, tbe stones of tbe pyramids of old Egypt. Hie 
aama pages of history that tell of the fame of Athena'and of the. hero- 
iiaa of Sparta tell ns of etealing and of graft there. The graft in old 
Borne was so tremendons that when the republic went down and _ the 
empire was established, about 1,200 families virtnslly owned the civil¬ 
ian world. Snrelv, graft did not gri any leu under tbe shameless 
r^Mto of the absofnte imperatora who ma^ gods of themselves and 
oonanls of their horses and aaaea. Furthermore the institutions of the 
middle ages were baaed upon grift. A man could own and hoM only os 
'^ach aa be could defend the sheer force of hi.s fists or the fists of his 
retainers. And as tor the Baaan CatbeUe church, it simply grafted all 
it eonid. So much so that several of tbe best kings of France and Eng¬ 
land had to take back by force from tbe chur^ some of tbe wealth 
of the people.. The reformation wu more of an eronomic rrrolulion to 
Mt posaeuion of the wealth of the church, which amounted in* some 
ooimtries to two-thirds of tbe wealth of the lution, than it was a church 
Kfermatian. 

And, to come nearer to onr time, there was never any more graft 
in France than in the epoch of the Bourbons and in Germany in the 
pmiod of the nallRf tod power o? ti*e rulers. The story of the honesty 
in the so-eaUed “good old times” is a fable. The “good old times” were

The violent police attack on 
the Twelfth ste-t gatliering 
nf Socialiata war a piece of 
folly and,an outr.ice, if it waa 
not an actual violation of the 
constitutional rights of public 
assemblage and free speech. 
Under the polic- powers of 
the municipal government the 
mayor may regulate the use 
of the strs^ to prevent block- 
sclet or diatarbaneca or inter¬ 
ference with the right of any 
citizen to their use. But the 
police power is limited to this 
regulation and to the dispersal 
of all disorderly or riotou* u- 
•emblago*.

A oompmtive study of the statia- 
tica of this country will show how 
greet labor’s share in the product haa 
been and what it now it. Although 
tha amount of wealth is constantly 
increasiDg, at will be seen from the 
following, taken from the statisGca 
compiled by the government, it will 
alio be teen how rapidly, labor’e 
chare is deercasi-..g: 

In 1860 tbe wealth of the nation 
waa $8,000,000,000. The producers’ 
share waa 62V4 per cent; hon-pro- 
dnoert’ share, 37% per cent 
In 1880 tha Wraith increased to 
$16,000,000,000. The prodnoert’ 
share fell to 43% per cent; non-pro¬ 
ducers’ hicreated to 66% per cent 
In 1870 the wealth waa $30,000,- 
000,000; producers’ share waa 43 2-3 
per cant; non-a^ocera’ increased 
to 66% per centK - 
In 1880 the wealth irtcreased to 
$48,000,000,000. -The piodueera’ 
share went down to 24 per cent, 
while the non-producers’ share in- 
cieated to 76 per cent* 

In 1890 the wealth was further iiw 
creased to $61,000,000,000. The pro¬ 
ducer*’ share fell to 17 per cent; the 
non-producers’ share increased io 83 
par cent 

'Tbs greater the amount of wealth 
production increased, the greater waa 
also tbe corresponding decrease of 
the producers* share in that wealth.
